And whereas We are given to underſtand by the Humble Petitisn of ſeveral of 
Our Loving Subjects Trading in Cozn, That thzough the general aeglec in moſt parts of Dur Kingdom, 
of putting the ſaid laſt mentioned Act in Execution, by aſcertaining the Gꝛices of Cozn and Gain, as is 
thereby directed, and by the ſubtile and crafty practices of unfair Dealers, by raiſing the Price of Cozn in 
ſome few and ſmall Markets, when Cozn hath generally bozn but a low Price, on purpoſe co defraud Us of 
the higher Duty due by Law, and thereby to enable themſelves to underſell Our Loving Subjects Trading 
in Cozn of the gꝛowth of Our Dominions, which miſchtefs were pzincipally intended to have been pꝛevented 
vy the ſaid Acts. And being fully ſatisfied that the ſaid Act made in the Firſt pear ol Pur Reign, is of Pub- 
lick benefit to this Our Kingdom: We have thought fit, by and with the Advice of Our Pz2ivp Council, to 
igniſie and Publiſh Our Will and Pleaſure, That the ſaid Act made in the Firſt Year of Dur Reign, be duly 
and ſtrictly put in Execution. And e do hereby Will and Command Our Mayoz, Aldermen, and Juſtices 
of the Peace within Pur Cityof London foꝛ the time being, and all and every Our Juſtices of the Peace foz the 
time being foz the ſeveral and reſpective Counties and Plates within Our Kingdom of England, Dominion of 
' Wales, and Town of Berwick upon Tweed, That from hencefozth they do Half-yearly duly and ſtrictly ob- 
"ſerve the Directions of the ſaid Act, in examining and determining the Common Market⸗Pꝛices of Coꝛn and 
Gꝛain Within their reſpective Counties and Places, and make Certificate thereof to Dur Chief Officers of 
Our reſpective Cuftom-houſes, as by the ſaid Art is Directed. And to theend they may be conſtantly put in 
mind ok their Duties therein, e do ſtricely Charge and Command all and every Clerks of the Peace and 
Town-Clerks at the ſeveral Seſſions of the Peace next after Eaſter and Michaelmas, to cauſe this Dur Pꝛocla⸗ 
mation tobe fixed in ſome open place in the-reſpective Sefſion Houſes, that it may be read by Our Juſtices of 
the Peace attending ſuch Seſſions, and to cauſe the ſame to be conſtantly readat the ſaid reſpective Seſſions. 
And Idle do ſtrictly Charge and Command all and every of Pur Chief Officers and Collecozs of Our Cu⸗ 
ſtoms in Dur ſeveral Poꝛts and Havens, that they yield Obedience to Our Royal chili and Pleaſure in the 


due Obſervance of the {aid Ac, as they will anſwer the contrary.
